Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takei 
(6,406,497). 

With respect to claims 1,17, 23, 39, Takei discloses in a knee prosthesis for 
implantation to replace a natural knee joint, an improvement wherein at least one of the 
inner surface portion and the outer surface portion is flare (T) in a direction away from 
the corresponding other of the inner surface portion and the outer surface portion (V), 
along the posterior aspect of a corresponding one of the condylar surface so as to 
maintain essential congruence between the profile contour configurations and thereby 
enable an increased area of contact and decreased stress between the condylar 
surface and the articualr surface while militating against distraction of the knee 
prosthesis during articulation through deep flexion; as set forth in column 3, lines 1-44, 
column 4, lines 67, columns 5-7, lines 1-67, column 8, lines 1-34; and as best seen in 
FIGS.1-9. 

With respect to claims 2-16, 18-22, 24-38, 40-44, Takei discloses all the 
limitations; as set forth in column 3, lines 1-44, column 4, lines 67, columns 5-7, lines 1- 
67, column 8, lines 1-34; and as best seen in FIGS.1-9. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
